A Long Pending Lawault Reversed 
New Cases and Notes. 

The case of Foss vs. Hinkle was set- 
tled in Judge Van Dyke oourt yes- 
terday, judgment being rendered in 
favor of Hinkle.

Over the Matter of City Supplics— 
An Indignant City Clerk. 

The little tilt between City Clerk

OF SEDUCING ANNIE JOHNSON, 
A SERVANT GIRL 


A Strong Case Mado by the Prose. 
cution—What Dr. y and His 

_ Wife Knew About Mattor— 
The Jury Deliberates Only 
About Ten. 


J. H. Snowden’s cruel treatment of 
Annie Johnson, a young. Swedish 
woman, has cost him his liberty fora 
term of years. He was tried before 
Judge Cheney yesterday for seducing 
her under a promise of marriage, and 
was found guilty, the jury being out 
but ten minutes. His defense was so 
paipably weak that it only served to 
hasten the verdict, although his coun- 
sel, S. M. Payton, Esq., made an in- 
genious use of the few points that 
could be made. The State,was repre- 


| sented by Mr. McComas. 


Annie Johnson, the complainant, 
was the first witness. She was very 
much distressed by her situation, but 
told her story simply and modestly, the 
defendant moving uneasily as his per- 
fidious conduct was revealed. She 
gave her evidence through a Swedish 
interpreter. 

Her ruin was accomplished, she testi- 
fied, last September, at the residence 
of Rev. Eli Fay, on South Broadway, 
where she was a servant. She first 
met Snowden at the Bellevue Terrace, 
where he was cook, and she was em- 

loyed in the laundry. She did not 
ike bim when she first met him, 
but he was affable and so persist- 
ent that she could not get rid of 
him. While she was at her work he 
would come in and talk to her and he 
did not like to have her — with 
any oneelse. She frequently asked 
him to be less attentive to her. He 
would send her dishes of strawberries 
and oranges, and prepared special 
dinners for her. He paid her many 
compliments and said he was fond of 
her and wanted to marry ber. She re- 
plied to him that she was not ready to 
marry; but she at last began to grow 
fond of him. She left the Terrace and 
1 with a family named Larsen, 
on San Pedro street. Here Snowden 
came to see her nearly every evening 
and renewed his requests for her to 
marry him. He was only in her room 
there twice, and they usually sat on the 
porch or took walks, their relations 
still being perfectly proper. Then she 
went to Dr. Fay’s house, and Snowden 
continued his attentions, renewing his 
proposals of marriage. Finally she 
consented to marry him. He told her 
he had a $10,000 ranch in New Mexico; 
had $600 in bank, and his father was 
willing to give him $22,000 more. His 
finances were such that he could place 
her beyond the necessity for work. 
After she consented to marry Snow- 
den he urged her to assume the rela- 
tions of man and wife. She told him 
she thought it would be asin, but he 
said they were the same as married, 
and at last she yielded. Then he did 
not fulfill bis promises of marriage. 

„Hoe got $5 from my purse,” the wit. 
ness concluded, when I was sick. I 
knew I had it in my pocket-book and 
heard when he tookit. I asked him 
afterward if he took it and he said he 
had taken it. He didn’t ask me far it, 
bat just took it.” ;

noted scientist is evidently speaking 
from experience. 
But let it not be supposed that such 
a trifle as the sale of $6,000,000 worth of 
mining property can occupy the whole 
attention of this great mind. Perish 
the thought! Here is a little side 
show, in the shipping line, which the 
“Prof.” is working up in his spare 
moments. Mr. Defty’s compliment- 
ary remarks about our energy and 80 
forth will be especially appreciated: 
One of the biggest enterprises Prof. Defty 
is engineering is a shipping line from San 
Francisco to Liverpool. Upon his arrival in 
San Francisco several boats, which are now 
awaiting on the coast, will be sent across 
the pond with cargoes of California fruits 
and of precious ores. The Shaw line of 
Liverpool is interested in this venture. 
“For some time we've been working on this: 
project,” explained the Professor, “and we 
are all ready now to set sail. In Califoraia 
labor isdear. You pay $ for a man not 
worth 8 cents. If you attempt to work the 
raw material in the East the freight will cet 
the profits. A direct line to Liverpool will 
be beneficial to every one. As it is now a 
ship brings a load to California and returns 
empty. The vessel-owners have to pay 
from $5 to $6 a ton for ballast. We will let 
them use precious ores for ballast, and pay 
them something besides. Californians 
didn’t have en enough to establish a 
shipping line. That is the most idle coun- 
try lever saw. If they can’t sell the fruit 
on the trees they will let it spoil. The

INDUSTRIAL AND PHYSICAL EDU- 
CATION, 


The Teachers’ State Convention, re- 
cently held in Los Angeles, has re- 
awakened local interest in the great 
question of education. W. F. Wheeler, 
himself a prominent educator, has sent 
the following pertinent communication 
on the subject of industrial education: 


— — to read the last ot the set 
of resolutions adopted by Teachers’ 
State Convention, just held in Angeles, 
which heartily indorses industrial education 
in the public school. If the sentiment thus 
expressed does not find its grave in this 
resolution, but begets action in the 

future, then the hopes of the perpetuity of 
our republican institutions will be revived. 
I say revived, because there is a widely- 
belief that the public school system 
has failed in strengthening the character of 
the Nation. Especially is it noticeable that 
the generation that has received the benefit 
of a public school education during the past 
25 years lacks’ nerve force staying 
power, which always tell in any hard-won 
race of competitive activities. There is 
evidence of this on every hand, in a decided 
distaste for industrial and productive labor, 
which is the foundation of national pros-

To have any other 
foundation would be building the temple of 
knowledge on — sands, that would 
soon be washed away by the tidal waves of 
the stormy sea of life. 


The importance of this phase of the 
educational question cannot well be 
over-estimated. Our population is be- 
coming more and more strictly divided 
into two classes—those who labor ex- 
clusively with the brain, never using 
their muscles, and those who toil at 


chanical work, which is nowadays so 
subdivided into branches, and facili- 
tated by machinery, as to need little 
expenditure of thought. We are, in 
truth, drifting ever further from the 
mens sana in corpore sano which was th 


their palmiest days. Those people 
fully appreclated the importance of a 
sound physical education, as the basis 
ot all healthy mental effort, and the 
modern Germans have followed in 
their track, with good results that are 
obvious to all. The exhibition by the 
juvenile classes at Turnverein Hall, 
last week, furnished pleasing evidence 
of what may be accomplished in a short 
time by judicious, systematic physi- 
al training.

“Two damaging frosts have occurred, the 
second being much worse than the first.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The United States Supreme 
Court today reversed the decision of 
the Minnesota Supreme Court against cer- 
tain railroad companies in what are known 
as the “Granger” cases. The issue was on 
certain rates prescribed by the State Rail- 
road Commission which the railroad com- 
panies asserted were so low as practically 
to amount to depriving a company of its 
property without due process of law. 

Justice Blatchford, delivering the opinion 
of the court,says it must reject the construc- 
tion put upon the State statute by the Min- 


nesota Supreme Court, that the Court de- tre 


clared it is the expressed intention of the 
Legislature that the rates fixed by the Rail- 
road Commission are not simply advisory, 
but final and conclusive; that the law 
neither contemplates nor allows any issue 
to be made or inquiry to be had as to their 
equality or reasonableness in fact; in other 
Words, that, although a railroad company is 
‘forbidden to establish rates not equal and 
reasonable, there is not power in the courts 
to stay the commission if it chooses to estab- 
rates that are unequal and unreason- 


“The question of the manner of a

question for judicial | investigation, requir- 
ng due 228 of law for its determina- 
tion.

THE WINDOM SILVER BILL 


Some Important Amendments Made 
by the House Committee, 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The House Committee on 
Coinage, ‘Weights and Measures today 
authorized Chairman Conger to report the 
Windom Silver Bill to the House with a 
number of amendments, ‘The first is to sec- 
tion 5. This section makes it the duty of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to refuse to 
receive deposits of silver bullion when the 
market price of silver shall exceed one dol- 
lar for 871.25 grains of pure silver. The 
committee added the following: Provided, 
that when the market price of silver, as de- 
termined in accordance with section 5 of 
this act, is one dollar for 371.25 grains of 
pure silver, it shall be lawful for the owner 
of any silver bullion, the deposit of which 
for notes is herein provided for, to Toned 
the same at any coinage mint of the United 
States to be coined into standard silver dol- 
lars for his * as provided in the act ot 
January 18, 1887

A Bering Sea Proclamation. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—The President 
issued a proclamation today warning all 
persons against entering the waters of 


Bering Sea within the dominion of the 
United States for the purpose of 
seals or other fur-bearing animals,

TWO REPORTS IN THE MONTANA 
MATTER. 


The Majority Favors Seating Two 
Republican Senators — Those 
Silver Bow Returns the 
Bone of Contention, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The report of the majority 
of the Senate Committe on Privilege and 
Elections upon the Montana election case 
was submitted today by Mr. Hoar: The 
majority report gives at the outset the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the election of 
Saunders and Powers by the Republican 
Legislature, and Maginnis and Clark by the 
Courthouse Legislature. The double choice 
arose from the fact that the State Senate 
was equally divided, and both sides claimea 
a majority in the House, by reason of two 
sets of Representatives of five egch claim- 
ing election from Silver Bow county. 

The report says the case turned upon the 
question, which of these two sete was en- 
titled to seats as Representatives from Sil-

and lark. The whole history shows, the 
pre gy says, that the proceeding at pre- 
cinct 84 had no relation whatever to the 
real will of the voters, but was fictitious, 
pretended and without validity either in in 
form or substance. 

These conclusions are 2 nee the com- 
mittee from the fact that ere were 

all cast in alphabetical. the one- 
sidedness of the result in that precinct, etc. 
The m 1 ＋ 1 further says the canvass of 
votes of the precinct was not public within 
the meaning of the law; that 48 unnatural- 
ized aliens voted at precinct 34, and 126 such 
persons at precinct 26, or more than enough 
to have changed the result in all disputed 
cases, even if all the Republican votes cast 
at both precincts were cast by — or un- 
naturalized aliens. 

The majority, in conclusion, declines to 
entertain the proposition that, ‘because the 
Governor failed to recognize the Republican 
Legislature, it was not legally constituted, 
as untenable and also declares the authority 
of Congress to remand the matter back to 
the people of Montana. The conclusion 
reached is that Saunders and Powers are 
entitled to the seats. 

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

The minority report asserts that the true 
Legislature of Montana was the Senate and 
House which met at the courthouse in Hel- 


ena and was recognized by the Goveraor. 
Neither the House nor the members thereof 
which met lu Iron Hall and elected Saun- 
ders and Power were ever recognized by the 
Governor, nor was their 2 — election 
Senators ever certified to by him. The 
evidence proved also that five persons who 
acted as members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Iron Hall convention were 
not elected by the people of Silver Bow 
county, whom they claimed to represent. 
They only had certificates of election. The 
five members really elected by the people, 
holding certificates also, sat and voted in 
the Legislature at the courthouse,

The Territorial board of canvassera on the 
4th of November, 1889, issued certificates to 
five persons not elected by throwing out 
the vote of precinct 34, which had given a 
large majority to the Demooratic candl- 
dates. This act of the board was done 
without any right or authority. They had 
tull returns of the true vote of the county 
before them. Being Republicans and 
anxious to serve their party in what they 
thought was an emergency, they refused to 
count or canvass the real vote of the people, 
and certified to the election of five persons 
not chosen, in the hope aud with the ex- 
pectation that these spurious Representa- 
tives might in some way vote for 
of their own political — a8 ca

Hands of a Thief. 
One of the most high-handed attempts 


at robbery in the history of the city 
occurred last night, when an old man 
named Isaac Horton, living at No.

How Mr. Horton escaped be- 
ing hit is almost inexplainable, as he 
was directly in.the line of the path of 
the bullet, unless it was a short charge 
in the cartridge, and the force of the 
ball was spentin passing through the 
chair bottom.

Art Notes. 
From a New York city exchange we 
glean the following: 


The group of old masters lately im- 
. Fischoff includes three 
aintings of unusual importance. 
hese are The Accountant,“ by Rem- 
brandt; The Horses of the Stad- 
thouder,”’ by Paul Potter, and The 
Siesta,“ by Jan Steen. 

The Rembrandt dates from a period 
of the ter’s life that is practically 
unrepresented in this country. The 
Gilder” and the Van Beresteyn por- 
traits are done in a manner distin- 
guished by finish more than by bold- 
ness. “The Accountant,” on the 
other hand, is remarkable for its free- 
dom and breadth. The brush work 
is easily studied. There is little ap- 
pearance of reworking. Every stroke 
seems to have been at once the first 
‘and the last. 

In Smith’scatalogue of Rembrandt’s 
works this painting is ascribed to the 
ear 1658, the year of “The Jewish 
ride.“ “The Anatomy Lesson” is 
dated 1632, The Gilder,“ 1640; The 
Night Watch,” 1642. The Syndics of 
the Draper’s Corporation” is dated 
1662. It will be seen, therefore, that 
“The Accountant” was done lon 
after Rembrandt had executed three o 
his greatest masterpieces and a little 
while before he completed another. It 
is a work that must be given an equal 
place of honor with the four we have 
mentioned, 

Smith summarized the picture as fol- 
lows: A gentleman of about 32 years 
of age, represented in a three-quarters’ 
view, with dark, bushy hair and mus- 
tache. He has on a crimson cap and a 
red cloak, and is seated at a table on 
which is a large open book and a paper 
lying on it, 8 a pon or pencil in 
his right hand, which rests on the table 
in front; the left is thrown into shadow 
and appears to be placed on the book.“ 
Two points in this account are of 
especial moment—the cap and the 
cloak. Thesplendor of color which 
these parts of the man’s costume con- 
tribute to the effect of the whole is 
truly in Rembrandt's most sumptuous 
and brilliant vein, Tho painting hasa 
warmth and glow that suggests an 
Italian or Spanish, rather than a 
Dutch artist.

The face is, like every face that 
Rembrandt did, a very powerful 
epitome of character. Wedo not say 
that the man has the face of an ac-

that the portrait is that of a genuine 
man, with a man’s passions and appe- 
tites indicated as latent in his spiritual 
and physical self.

ence. The human nature of the 
picture, if so it may be called, is 
acutely felt. One could no more re- 
main cold before this portrait than be- 
fore an actor who might present the 
same character. 

The details of the work are of even 
quality. The hands are as full of vi- 
tality as the face, and the dark-brown 
hair falls in a mass upon the shoulders 
very gracefully, and in a most life-like 
fashion. One word again regarding 
the face. The mouth, firmly drawn, 
with lips neither too full nor too 
sharp, is partly open, as though the 
man were about to speak. The real- 
ism in this touch is incomparable. The 
background ef the picture is in a dark 
tone, thoroughly transparent, however, 
and very luminous in parts. The por- 
trait is, in short, an example of mas- 
terly painting, in every particular of 
drawing, modeling and color. 

We have said above that “The 
Accountant” represents Rembrandt at 
a period that is comparatively un- 
known in America. Paul otter, 
whose “Horses of the Stadthouder’ 
may now be considered, is unrepre- 
sented here as far as any period of his 
is concerned.
